Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-7 and 10-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the device claimed by applicant. In particular, the prior art 
fails to suggest a one-piece connector with a flange located intermediate the two ends 
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of the connector, and an over-wrap bag that is attached to one side of the flange and 
maintains the sterility of one end of the connector. The closest prior art of record, US 
4,253,500 to Williams, fails to disclose a connector with an intermediate flange, that the 
bag is connected to the flange, and a second over-wrap bag. Furthermore, the bag fails 
to maintain the sterility of the connector, rendering the instantly claimed device 
patentable over the Williams disclosure.
